May Edition of the IARU Region 1 Monitoring System Newsletter 

The May edition of the IARU Region 1 Monitoring System newsletter has been published. In this 
most recent newsletter, they report that many intruder and inferring transmissions on the HF 
amateur radio bands have continued despite the significant solar disruption during this time 
period. Strange and unusual transmissions have been observed. On the 20-meter amateur radio 
band, the transmission of several types of wideband orthogonal frequency division multiplexing 
(or OFDM) typically used for digital communication were noted. These were supposedly of 
Russian origin according to the report.
